Thi Chaoees Riot. — Tbe Journal of Com 
merce has received tbe following additional 
particulars of the riot at Cbagres from a re- 
turned Californian, who was at Cbagres when 
it occurred: 

The origin of the disturbance was a du*pute 
between the natives and Americans about tbe 
amount of charges for taking passengers from 
the town to tbe steamers The Americans in- 
sisted upon a uniform rate of S2, and demand- 
ed of tbe natives a compliance with this regula- 
tion. On tbe other hand, tbe natives insisted 
that they would not be bound by this regulation. 
.\t the time of tbe departure of the steamer 
previous to the Cherokee, tbe disagreenieot as- 
snmed a serious aspect — violent measures were 
resorted to, and one or two lives were reported 
to have been lost. 

On the arrival of tbe passengers by tbe Co- 
Iambus and Oregon at Cbagres, a number of tbe 
natives armed tfiemselves and crossed over to 
the American side, where au alteication took 
place between an American boatman and tbe 
party. The American boatman was fired upon 
and wounded. Tbe rest of tbe Auierioan boat- 
iren and the California passengers just arrived, 
being unarmed, all fied, aad took refuge in dif- 
ferent bouses anl the woods. After tbe na- 
tives bad cleared the street* of all oppjsiiioa, 
they returned lo their own side. Some 75 or 
100 then repaired to tbe fort, with the intention 
of firing upon tbe American partof the towo.— 
Thereupon, aa report says, the Alcalde placed 
himself in front of tbe guns, declaring that ifj 
they fired, tbe ball should first pass through 
him. They then left tbe lurt, and all appeared 
quiet during tbe nigt t 

Tbe American Boat Club held a meeting, and 
passed a resolution, the substance of which was 
not generally known to the passengers. How- 
ever, a gnard wa* stationed on the American 
side of tbe river to prevent the natives crossing, 
or to give the alarm in case they should make 
the attempt. All was quiet through tbe night. 
Early in the morning some six or eight boat loads 
armed, passed over to the .Yinerican side. One 
or two of these boats were loaded with passen- 
gers for tne steamer, which was upon the point 
of sailing. These passengers they bad succeed- 
ed in obtaining from tbe .\merican side. This 
circumstance, or a previous determination on 
the part of tbe Americans, or, aa was supposed, 
in accordance with tbe resolution passed at the 
meeting held the previous evening, they com- 
menced a tremendous fire upon all tbe boats of 
tbe natives. .\ considerable number were 
killed in the bodts, a number sprung overboard, 
and many of them succeeded in swinaming back 
to tbe native side. Some of tbe passengers in 
their fright .sprang from tbe boats, and succeed 
ed in reaching the American side, while those 
who remained in the boats drifted over to tbe 
native side, where they were instantly killed. 

About 300 of the natives then repaired to the 
fort, and commenced firing upon the American 
aide of the towu, with grape and caunister shot. 
Owing to the bad state of the guns, they could 
not do much execution. They also fired a num- 
ber of shots upon the boats loaded with passen- 
gera, for tbe steamer, and also upon tbe steam- 
er Georgia, which was going out to tbe Chero- 
It ia to be hoped that ! hee under New Grenadian colors. This was 
done, as was supposed, to prevent the passen- 
gers from going on noarn me sicamci Oharokoo. 

Tbe remaining passengers then had to go a 
mile below the town, and out of the reach ot 
the guns of the fort, from whence they were 
conveyed to the steamer by boats which had 
succeeded in getting out of the harbor. After 
this, several guns were sent on shote. to aid in 
the defence of the Americana; one from tbe 
Cherokee, one from the Uhio, and two from tbe 
British steamer Medway. Soon after tbe na- 
tives bad taken possession of the fort, a gun 
was brought down and planted on the margin
